McPherson's..Nonperisha- 
le Supplies Now Come 
From Governor's Island 


A recent, order from the war depart- 
ment instructing the supply officer at 
Ft, MePherson to make requisition here- 
after on the eastern supply division de-| 
pot at Governor's Island, New York, for| 
ali save perishable supplies for the| 
Seventeenth infantry, means that Atlan- 
ta wholesale grocers will lose nearly} 
all of $100,000 to $125,000 a year busi- 
ness that they have been getting from 
the fort. 

No reason is apparent for the order. 
It has gone into effect already. It ap-| 
plies to all of the forty posts in the 
eastern division, each of them being re-| 
quired like Fort McPherson to secure| 
its nohperishable foodstuffs for the men| 
from the Governor's Island depot. Tha 
surmise on goéd local authority is that 
similar orders have been issued in all 
of the military departments, so that 
the food for the army now is being 
bought through a few scattered depots. 


Sugar, lard, flour, canned goods, 
prunes, salt, rice, grits, and all’ other 
such pplies are affected by the or- 
der. 

Such things as ice, yeast, potatoe: 
ete,, being perishable, will be bou; 
just as heretofore in the local market 


on specifications and competitive bids. 
TRADE WILL BE SMALL, 
This trade will not amount to more 
than $10,000 at the outside, say local 
wholesale grocers.

MOBILE, Ala, Nov. 29.--Many btar- 
rels of oysters were thrown into the 
sea yesterday at Alabama and Missis- 
sippi coast points where canning fac- 


tories are located, owing to the fact thet 
the canning plants have been forced ta 
close because of a scarcity of shuckers 
and unskilled laborers. Bohemians by 
the trainload are brought south every 
winter, principally trom Baltimore, but 
factory representatives have been unable 
to secure only about a dozen families 
this -yea) Unusually warm weather 
has spoiled practically all the supply of 
oysters brought in for canning during 


the past week.

The fact that the population of the United States 
is increasing 


more rapidly than its production of 
food is of peculiar interest to the South, for it is in 
the fertfe resources of this section that the solution 
of the problem lies. There is enough untilled land 
between Maryland and Texas to yield crops of veg- 
etables ample for all the American people through 
centuries ideally suited 
farming. There ar. enough idle acres in the same 
territory. to make up the present shortage in the 
country’s’ meat supply and also to relieve, in large

Homes for the Corn Club Boys. 


Kighty-five counties will be represented at the 
Georgia Corn Show which opens next week in At- 
lanta and at least nine hundred members of the boys’ 
corn clubs will be present. 

It is doubtful that so important an exposition of 
"the kind has ever before been developed in any State. 
Certainly no such enterprise has ever promised more 
to the agricultural interests of Georgia. 

As the host of this popular occasion, Atlanta has 
a peculiar responsibility. It is called upon, not 
simply as a duty but as a pleasurable opportunity, 
to entertain the nine hundred or more boy visitors 


the ever-increasing demand for grain. 
Without touching this vast reserve of soil, the farms 
of the South today, if conducted on scientific lines, 
can do much to replenish the dwindling food supply.

“THE CHRYSANTHEMUM

After the roses have fallen ana’ their leaves lie a 
dawn-tinted carpet around the shivering bush; after 
the warmth-loving heliotrope and sunflower and petu- 
nia have smiled up at their cooling lover, the sun, and 
died; after the Herod frost has stabbed all the little 
summer-innocents of the garden, and they have dropped 
their heads forever, then comes the splendid chrysan- 
themums, the last flaunting banner of the flower army 
retreating before the enemy of ali life—the cold. 

Its beauty fs akin to its season; For its colors are 
not strong and crying, but touched with a pensive 
shade; not fresh pinks and hot scarlets, but a pink 
softened and a red diluted; not the color of the sun, 
_but that of the moon, and of the haze upon morning 
waters. 

Chrysanthemum colors are as characteristic as nas- 
turtium colors; they are of all kinds, yet with a per- 
vading quality. The same subdued thoughtfulness runs 
through all. There are straw colors and cream, sul- 
phur and tarnished sold, saffron and orange and sal- 
mon, colors of old rose and violet, magenta and nut 
brown, but all steeped in: mystery. 

It is the flower of melancholy, notwithstanding its 
assertive size and splendor. It is the flower that flour- 
ishes on All-Souls’ Day, the Day of the Dead. 

It is an immigrant, as the people of America are 
immigrants. But while they come from Europe, the 
chrysanthemum comes from the Levant. In China 
long ago Confucius celebrated its “golden glory.” It 
was adopted by the Japanese, who made the little bes- 
gar-flower of the roadside to be the gorgeous emblem 
of chivalry, for princes of the blood only. They 
stamped its image upon their ancient moneys, upon the 
seal of the mikado, upon the saber-hilts of the sol- 
diers of the guard. 

The Japanese have employed the chrysanthemum, 
together with the cherry blossom, the bamboo, and 
the nenuphar as the standard figures of their ingen- 
ious decorative art. 

The chrysanthemum is one of the most striking 
examples of what man can do with the simple products 
of nature. The timid, small yellow flower that came 
to us from overseas has become fantastic, monStrous, 
fulsome, and bold. It has perked up its petals “like 
quills upon the fretful porcupine,” rolled them around 
like serpents, crimped them as ladies do their hair. 
Little by little the horticulturists have made a queen 
of this Cophetua blossom. 


Their Money’s Worth of Education 


It ig very curious that so few care, or dare, to get 
their money's worth from the American college. The 
poor man gets the best returns.

'X.—A Postal Telegraph.

Sides bringing cheap rapid communication to all the 
people, The advocates of a governm 
the day when a man may telegraph a twenty-five-worg 
message 100 miles fora 5-cent stamp, so that a ett: 
man may order his market basket fiiled according ta 
specifications by his country correspondent 100 miles 
away, and shipped in to the city in time for dinner, by 
special delivery Parcel post.

The most novel feature of the whole situation jg 
that if the government ever decides to establish a Dos. 
tal telegraph, it will have the telegraph companies jn 
a rather tight place, for they have not only agreed 
that the government shall have the right of acquis 
tion, but have admitted the binding force of that agree. 
ment. It all comes about as a result of a law Passed 
in 1866 by congress, in which it was set forth that the 
telegraph companies could have the privilege of extend. 
ing their lines over the public domain, along post and 
military roads, and over navigable streams, with the 
right to pre-empt certain lands and building materials, 
to the extent of forty acres for every fifteen miles of 
line, under three conditions: first, that the postmaster 
Seneral should have the right to fix the government 
rates for the use of these linés; second, that the gov. 
ernment should have the right of purchase after five 
years; and, third, that no telegraph company should be 
permitted to exercise these rights until after it had 
first signed a written acceptance of the obligations 
and restrictions of the act.

Practically every company then doing business 
signed the required agreement, and afterward David A, 
Wells, on behalf of the Western Union Telegrapu com- 
pany, declared to congress that the United States un- 
doubtedly is the possessor of the right, outside of the 
right of eminent domain, to acquire the property of the 
telegraph companies. Later, congress passed another 
act reaffirming the right of the government to take 
ever control of the telegraph companies whenever it 
should see fit.

The United States is about the only principal na- 
tion of the earth that does not own ‘and operate its 
telegraph system. Germany and France owned theirs 
from the beginning. England tried private ownership 
for about a quarter of a century, and then the agita- 
tion became so strong in favor of government owner- 
ship that Gladstone yielded to it and made it a part of 
his country’s policy, When the government acquired 
the telegraphs there was an immediate reduction of 40 
per cent in the rate and an increase in the amount of 
business handled amounting to 100 per cent.

Both the advocates and the opponents of a govern: 
ment-owned telegraph look to Europe for proof of their 
position. Both sides concede that rates are apparently 
lower in Europe, but the opponents of the government 
telegraph assert that this cheaper service is more evi- 
dent in appearance than in reality, contending that dis- 
tance for distance, and service for service, the Buro- 
pean rate is not a whit more reasonable than the Amer- 
ican rate. In Belgium, according to a government in- 
véstigation, the rate is 10 cents for fifteen words, with 
2 cents for each additional word; in Italy the rate is 
19 cents for fifteen words, with a cent for each addi- 
tional word. But in all buropean countries addresses 
and signatures are charged for. The rate in England, 
Germany and France is around a cent a word, with 12 
or 15 cents as the minimum. ’

Many oppose the entrance of the government Jato 
thé telegraph businecs,-not because they think it’ a bet 
ter policy, for the nation's telegraphs to be privately 
Opétated, but because they believe that the day of 
transmission of telegrams by wire is passing, and 
that if the government should acquire the telegraph 
lines now privately owned it would stand a good chance 
of finding itself in possession of a system of communl- 
cation destined to become as obsolete as the stast 
coach. They urge that the thing to do is to wait until 
wireless telegraphy reaches that state of perfection 
that will enable it to be used as the present wire tele- 
graph is used, and then to declare « government mo- 
nopoly on the wireless business just as it declares 4 
monopoly on the handling of the mails.

It is asserted by those who advocate the acquisition 
of the telegraph companies that they are vastly over- 
capitalized. They point to the Western Union as @ 
case In point. In 1858 its capital stock was less than 
$500,000; eight years later it had gone up to $22,000- 
000, and the executive committee of the national board 
of trade, in 1882, reported that $18,000,000 of this rep- 
resented water, in the shape of stock dividends. ‘The 
Western Union makes answer that the proof of the 
pudding lies in the eating, and that any fair appraisal 
will show that there is a dollar of actual value behind 
every dollar of capital the company has.

The government has no one but itself to blame 
that it does not enjoy a monopoly on the telegraph 
business today. It built the first line between Wast- 
ington and Baltimore, and turned it over to the post- 
fice department for operation. But in 1846 Postmaster 
General Cave Johnson reported that it was a financial 
failure, and that the government ought to get rid of 
it. Suiting actions to words, he offered to give the 
income of the line to Alfred Vail and Henry Rogers 
if they would operate it. They accepted the proposi- 
tion, and from that day forward the telegraph be 
came a private institution. 


That it does not profit legislators to attempt f@- 
cetiousness with inventors is shown by the experienc® 
of a member of congress in the case of the telegraph. 
When it was proposed to build the line between Wash- 
ington .and ‘Baltimore, appropriating $30,000 therefor, 
one wise legislator offered an amendment providing 
that half of the amount should be devoted to experi 
ments in mesmerism, thinking thus to laugh the whole 
Proposition out of court. But his name now is forgot 
ten while that of Morse will live forever. 

Numerous objections have been urged from time to 
time to the establishment of a postal telegraph. It 
has been pointed out that the express and telesraph 
companies continued to operate in the south long aft 
er the postal seryice closed down after the outbreslt 
of the Civil war; that in exciting political times té 
wires could be manipulated to prevent the news of ® 
political campaign reaching the people, with trees 
conveniently falling on the Mnes and interrupting com 
munications; that it would increase political patron 
age; that there might be a tremendous abuse of the 
free message business; that the government could thuf 
institute a system of espionage; that the government 
could not transmit messages as efficiently or 
promptly "as private enterprises, ete.
